of the State of Jowa, That the Governor shall keep
the Executive Office at Des Moines, in which shall be
transacted the business of the Executive Department
of the State government, and he shall keep a Secretary
at said office in his absence.

8ro0. 2. The Governor shall cause a journal to be Journal.
kept in the executive office, in which shall be made an
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entry of every official act done by him, and such entry
shall be made at the time when the act is done.

It acts are done elsewhere than in the executive
office, in cases of emergency, an entry thereof shall be
made in theexecutive journal as soon thereafter as

possible.

Military Rec-  SEC. 8. The Governor shall cause a military record
ord. to be kept, in which shall be made an entry of every
act done by him as Commander-in-Chief.

Salary. Seo. 4. The Governor shall receive as compensation

for his services an annual salary of two thousand five
hundred dollars, to be paid out of any money in the
State Treasury not otherwise appropriated.
